It stands forth self con- 
vieted of having lied willingly, lied in- 
| tentionally, lied knowingly, and with

letin’ became acommon expression in 


the later days of the French Empire. 
Official reports of land and naval battles 
are vO more reliable now than they were 
then. We have read reports of more 
than one, which would have answered 
quite as well for Waterloo or Boro- 
dino. We hardiy know the truth 
about a single battle of the late war. 
About everything that occurred, the col- 
umns of the Northern journals glittered, 
lies. 
They lied about the relative numbers of 
troops, about the details of battle, about 
the exchange of prisoners, about every- 
thing which would bear being lied about. 


were the journals free of 


that vice; but those of the North were 
immeasurably their superiors in the art 
of fabrication. They continue to im- 
prove, also. The New York 7ri/une has 
printed hundreds of lies about outrages 
on freedmen in the Southern States. 
Nobody ever dreams of believing auy- 
thing stated by a newspaper as a fact, 
unless it is agreeable to him.-to believe it, 
because it injures a political or personal 
enemy, or recounts some act of depravity 
or crime or some scandal, which are al- 
ways and equally acceptable to the pious 
and the perverse. To an impartial and 
indifferent looker-on, truths as well as 
lies now require indorsers, 

You are never certain, now, whether 
even a Senator or a President speaks the 
truth oralie. Daily, the President's ve- 
racity is impugned. To be a Senator is 
no longer necessary to be a gentleman 
ora man oftruth. To be a Member of 
the House is rather evidence of disrepute. 
The Pulpit as well as the press, lies, when 
to lie is for the good of the Chureb. Com- 
mittees of the House of Representatives 
are appointed for the express purpose of 
condensing lies and perjuries into the 
concentrated quintessence of falsehood 
and fabrication, in respect to riots in 
Memphis and New Orleans, and to de- 
fameand libe! a wliole people by collected, 
false and exaggerated stalement#pf peo- 
ple of every sort, in respect to the treat- 
ment of Northern prisoners captured by 
Confederates; while they are instructed 
not to inquire &s to the treatment of Con- 
federates in Northern prisons, where they 
were systematically, purposely, wilfully, 
wantonly, in pursuance of orders, and 
without the possibility of an excuse, 
starved, abused, beaten, frozen aud mur- 
dered. 

A Bureau of Military Injustice, shoddy- 
imitation of the Star Chamber and In- 
quisition, is not choice as to the sort of 
testimony which its paid pimps and 
procurers purchase for it, with money 
furnished by the Government; and under

GARD 
and MAGRIpDER were hissed at the ex- 
chinge, in the city of New York, Gen- 
eral MAGRUDER was never in the ex- 
change. ‘Lhese are but samples of the 
daily fabrications of ingenious malignity. 
Who has ever known a speech made on 
ene side to be fairly, honestiy and truth- 
fully reported by the. journals on the 
other? Who uas ever known 4 partizan 
journal voluntarily retract a slander 
publisbed upon a political opponent? 

Is it not possible for the press to ini- 
tiate a reform, and to abate to some ex- 
tent this seandalous and abominable 
vice, this disex « which is eating out the 
very vilale of the nation, and, like an 
old English Attainder, working corrup- 
tion-of blood 7 So long as the law mul- 
tiplies oaths and affidavits, false swear- 
ing will be common. We have wit- 
nessed a thousand instances of rank per- 
jury in the courts, It is the rarest of 
thing. to read an honest and strictly 
truthful answer in chancery. We have 
known lawyers in successful practice, 
who were regular suborners of perjury, 
in the matter of answers in chancery, 
and affidavits for continuance. We have 
seen men obtain changes of venue, by 
swearing what they themselves, and 
every one else, knew to be false, 

For these things there is perhaps no 
remedy ; but the Press istoa great ex- 
tent, if not almost wholly, the cause of 
political lying, and the Press can initiate 
areform. Why should it not be deemed 
dishonourable for a press to publish lies, 
knowing them to be such? It is dishon- 
ourable among gentlemen. Are Editors 
po longer geutlemen”’ Do lies prove so 
profitable that itis worth while, by re- 
sorting to them, or (tuying them of lying 
correspondents, mercenaries sent out to 
travel and report private conversations, 
mangled and distorted so as to bear no 
resemblance to the truth,—is it worth 
while, when lies are so common and 
cheaply purchased as to have become of 
little value, by putting them in circula- 
tion, to forfeit all claims to honour aud 
common honesty”? 

It is absurd to prate of ‘higher civili- 
zation,’ or any civilization at all, to build 
churches anc pay divines and listen to 
sermons, aud pretend to christianity, 
when it can be truly said that the word 
of a full-blooded Muskaki or Shawnee 
Indian is more to be depended on as evi- 
dence than the oaths of white;men’ It 
is not true, as to ‘Aig Viee, that

for lying has ceased to be repulsive, and 
has almost arisen tothe dfgnity of au art. 
For the sake of common decency, and 
for its own sake, the press ought to com- 
mence a reform, and to cease to lie and 
to slander and libel men. 


THE VOICE OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

The Republican State Convention of 
Massachusetts, composed of 1417 Dele- 
gates, was held at Worcester on the 11th 
of September. Among the Resolutions 
adopted were the following : 

Resolved, That the conduct of Presi- 
dent Audrew Johnson, his fellowship 
with tie foes of the country, who are 
plotting iu peace for the success of their 
conspiracy Which failed in the war: his 
usurpations of unlawful powers, as well 
as the flagrant abuse of powers confided 
to him; his persistent determination to 
evade and defy the laws ‘and defeat the 
will of the people as declared in them ; 
his removal of faithful cabinet and mili- 
tary officers for no other reason than that 
they stood -in the way of his hostile 
purposes ; his deliberate and successful 
endeavors to continue and aggravate 
disorder and insecurity of+person and 
property in southern communities, re- 
sulting at times in the massacres of inno- 
cent citizens, all made more conspicuous 
and painful by his perverse character and 
disregard of the proprieties of his high 
station, all render his continuance in 
office the constant cause of the gravest 
anxiety, and make it imperative to 
employ every constitutional mode of 
curbing and resisiing him, and if neces- 
sary to deprive him of all power to harm. 
We, therefore, in behalf of the people of 
Massachusetts, while declaring our ap- 
proval of the past measures of congress 
to arrest the career and defeat the plans 
of this dangerous and desperate man, 
pledge also in the future to that body the 
fullest support in such constitutional 
measures as in ite wisdom it may find it 
necessary to resort to in furtherance of 
the same end, even in thé exercise of 
extraordinary power to remove from 
office this destroyer of the publie peace 
aud the enemy of the goverument itself. 

Reaslved, That we thank our senaters 
aud representatives ia congress for their 
resistance to the ustirpationus of the presi- 
dent, and for their earnest endeavors to 
establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, and secure the blessings of liberty 
iu the country which was deprived of 
civil government by the rebellion. 

Massachusetts, therefore, declares in 
favorof deposing the President. If New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio are car 
ried by the Democrats, the notions of 
Radicalism may beslightly changed, and 
it may become less rampant and more 
circumspect. 

HENRY WILSON, or the person who 
goes by that name, delivered himself of 
a speech, laudatory of the Radicai party, 
stuffed with falsehoods from one end of 
it to the other.

ders. It required almost as much nerve 
to eulogize that most merciless and ty- 
rannical of despots, EDWIN M. STAN- 
TON, and the monster of Public Injus- 
tice, Ho_t. The jubilation of 
over the certainty of negro supremacy in 
ten States, in which the Higher Civili- 
sation has succeeded in securing the 
‘‘brutal and degrading barbariem ef ne- 
gro governments,” is simply disgusting, 
as are the vote of thanks of the Conven- 
tion to Southern enfranchised, and the 
glorification at the establishment of 
‘‘good government and peace’’ in Ten- 
nessee.

lage where his abilities will find an ap- 
propriate sphere of action in filling again 
the office of village alderman. It is not 
given to men of the capacity of Andrew 
Johnson, however lifted up to exalted 
positions, to belittle Edwin M. Stanton 
or Phillip H. Sheridan. 


That is pretty cool, and decidedly 
rich for HENRY WiLson. He, of all 
men, has the least right to sneer at the 
origin or former occupation of other 
men. It is @ base and mean and low 
thing in any man to do so. It is most 
base and mean and low in WILSON, who 
does not, it has often been asserted and 
published, even wear his own original 
name. That he has risen to distinction 
from a low origin and humble occupa- 
tion, is an honour to him, so far as he has 
risen by honourable means. But it is no 
honour to him to sneer at others, who at 
least, were never be/ow him in life.

It is 
a very easy matter to find his place of 
business—direct your steps towards the 
center of the market, stumble over a 
mass Of unsavory pickle tubs, pass by a 
sound as of scraping tripe, mediate be- 
tween long rows of fresh slaughtered 
sheep and calves, turn a veorner by some 
golden cheeses as large as tlie moon, 
smell the aroma of the country and the 


at your left hand, and, the mowent any 
game comes in sight, ask for Mr. Rorh- 
bins, and, although he deals in robrin-, 
yet out of pity, or for some other reason, 
be calis them pigeous. 

Mr. Robbins is a much younger looking 
man than one expecisto figd, when he 
has been told that he has made a eouple 
million of dollars selling chickens! bie 
is the famous chicken millionaire, and 
though so very rich he attends to hisown 
business. He has been in the poultry 
business thirty-five years, thirty-one of 
which have been beneath theJucky roof 
of Fulton market. His stall 
large one, and yet he sells upon an aver:

Ifis 
business amounts to several hundred 
thousand dollars a year. There iga very 
cosy little office in one corner of bis stall, 
ornamented with full length porfraits of 
some of the wild game in whieh he 
deals, which is not large enough 
toswing acatin.

ame. Partridges come from Moind 

Massachusetts, Rhode I-land, Long I4- 
land and the west; the best canvas- backs 
come from Havre de Crave, Sandusky, 
Ohio, and Mississippi; the mallard ducks 
and wood ducks—the only ducks that 
light on trees—are caught at the great 
lakes, while the black ducks and broad 
bills come from the seashore. In winter 
the canvas-back ducks are the favorite 
game with the people; Just now wood- 
cocks, chickens and partridges are the 
best and most popular. 

Bridget is not always sent to market to 
do the buying for the family. Many 
American ladies attend to. their own 
household duties. Mrs. H. W. Beecher 
can often be seen in Fulton market, with 
her basket upon her arm, purchasing 
chickens and wild game of Mr. kt bins ; 
the face of Mrs. G. 8. Kobbins, who took 
so prominent a partin the soldiery’ bhos- 
pital during the war, is another of those 
familiar to the denizens of Fulton market. 

Although Mr. Robbins has aceumu.- 
lated such a vast fortune that we might 
suppose he could afford to retire, yet he 
prefers, and does, personally attend to 
his own, business. He has an elegant 
brown stone residence ou Remsen street, 
in Brooklyn, which is valued at $150,000), 
and the furniture inside of it is. said to 
have costa fabulous sum. Going up a 
broad flight of stone steps, you pass be- 
neath an arched doorway intoa vestibule 
where some elaborately carved marble 
vases, standing almost as high as your 
head, attract attention. The halis 
and drawing rooms of the house are 
large and lofty, beautifully carved 
overhead Jn panels, and  freseoed. 
Mr. Robbins does not stop to take his 
breakfast at home, but leaves his house 
for the market every morning between 
the hours of four and five o’clock. Some 
of his men get there as early as two 
o'clock. He is an expert salesman, and 
can pick out a chicken “to a dot,’’ let 
you cal! for whatever size you will. In 
personal appearance he is a medium 
sized man, rather stoutly built, with a 
full face and black hair, slightly eprit- 
kled with silver. He has deep hazel eyes 
and wears black chin whiskers. He 
leaves the market at 12 o’clock m., aud 
the rest of the day enjoys life, riding out 
with his family or a few friends. He 
makes the most of each day as it passes, 
and leaves the morrow to care for itself.
